A SUNDAY EVENING LECTURE 


ON HORSEBACK 
THROUGH 
PALESTINE 


Pasadena High School district, 
which includes South Santa Anita 
and Sierra Madre elementary school 
districts, will vote March 28th on 
'the question of establishing a junior 
college. In order that the voters of 
this vicinity may be fully informed 
on the issue, this paper is present¬ 
ing a series of articles by Principal 
William F. Ewing of Pasadena high 
! school, telling the story of the junior 
high school system. The third 
article follows: 

In California, under the 1919 law, 
the junior college is an important 
part of the high school and receives 
the same state * and county aid as 
the high school of which it is a part. 
The school law of 1917 provided that 
a high school board in any district 
having an assessed valuation of $3,- 
000,000 or more, can by resolution of 
the board establish post-graduate or 
junior college courses for their high 
schools. Under the 1917 law many 
high school boards could easily es¬ 
tablish junior colleges in connection 
with their high schools. 

State Aid 

The new junior college law of 1921 
does not repeal the 1917 law but 
provides new features, viz: state aid 
of $100 per year for each junior

sons for agricultural, industrial, com¬ 
mercial, home making, and other vo¬ 
cations; and such courses of nistruc- 
tion as may be deemed necessary to 
provide for the civic and liberal edu¬ 
cation of the community.” 

In formulating the above provi¬ 
sions, the State Board of Education 
has adopted the following resolutions 
submitted by the High School Prin¬ 
cipals’ association: 

Adult Vocational Work 

1. That all junior colleges offer 
the three following types of courses: 

(a) The junior certificate course 
for recommended graduates of high 
schools; 

(b) The junior college course open 
to all graduates of high schools re¬ 
gardless of recommendation; this 
course to stress health, citizenship, 
and home-making. 

(c) Vocational courses open to any 
one over 18 years of age; this course 
to conform to community occupa¬ 
tional needs. 

2. That the State Board of Edu¬ 
cation authorize the issuance of jun¬ 
ior college diplomas to those who 
have completed sixty-four hourse of 
junior college subjects which shall 
include the following: 

Subject A. University of Califor¬ 
nia, no credit. 

English, six hours. 

Physical education and health, 
four hours. 

Social science, six hours. 

Science or mathematics, six hours. 

An arrangement of courses so as 
to show 20 hours of work in one de¬ 
partment. 

From the provisions just quoted, 
it may be seen that California pub¬ 
lic junior colleges are open to high 
school graduates whether recom¬ 
mended or not. Non-high school 
graduates may be admitted, provided 
they are 18 years of age and wish 
to pursue vocational courses.
